Figures Indicate That the South Is 


Being Settled Fast with Good

The census bureau at Washington 


has published as a bulletin a dis- 
cussion of the Increase of population 
In the United States as shown by 
the census of 1900. 


The Increase In tho population of 


continental United States, exclusive 
of Alaska and the recent Insular ac- 
cessions—was 13,040,861. or 00.7 per 
cent. 
Only ono country, Argentina 


has shown by the most recent flgrnes 
a more rapid rate of growth. 
The 


present rate of growth In contlnen- 
taj United S'.ates Is estimated 'as; 
double that of Canada and exceeds 
by onc-sltxth that of Mexico and by 
onvtenth that of Australia. 
The 


rates of Increase on the two sides 
of the northern Atlantic differ much 
less than they did a generation ago. 


Among the fivo main divisions of 


continental United States the high- 
est rate of Increase Is found In the 
western division and the lowest In 
tho north central. 
Among the el- 


even minor divisions the 
highest 


rate of growth Is found In the Rocky 
mountain group of states, 
closely 


followed by the western north cen- 
tral. 
/ 


Good Growth In the South 


In tho decade 1890 to 1900 for the 


first time In our natolnal lilslory, the 
southern states Increased faster than 
tho northern. East of tho Mississip- 
pi, however, the northern states as 
a group have grown In the last ten 
years somewhat more rapidly as the 
northern, and It Is this fact 
which 


makes the growth of the south as a 
whole exceed that of the north. 
In 


the North Atlantic division the rate 
of Increase has risen steadily slnco 
the civil war. a notable contrast to 
the trend In the country as a whole. 


The region west of the Mississippi 


river Is still Increasing faster than 
cost of It. but the differences 
be- 


tween the rates of growth In the two 
regions from 1890 to 1900 was llttlo 
more, than onQ-flfth of what It was 
from 1880 to 1890. 
Tho region east 


of the Mississippi Increased 
more 


rapidly from 1890 to 1900 than from 
18SO to 1890, while that west of 
the 


Mississippi Increased In the later de- 
cade not much more than half as 
fast as In the earlier. 
The con- 


clusion Is drawn that tho Increase 
growth of the east and the de- 
creased growth of the west 
may 


both be connected with a probable 
decline In the current of westward 
migration. 


Gain Is More Unlfcr'm 
' 


The rates of Increase In the*north 


and the south during the last twen- 
ty years were practically' the same. 
But In the character of this growth 
the two regions differ widely, their 
being a relatively uniform growth 
over the whole south, equalized by a 
balance In the north between a low- 
er rate of rural growth and a higher 
rate of urban growth. 


Extensive but sparsely settled ar- 


eas in the western parts of Kansas, 
Nebraska and South' Dakota show 
a decline of population In. the last 
ten years, a fact which It Is 
said 


may be connected with the Increase 
of population In many agricultural 
counties of Iowa, Illinois,an d adjoin- 
ing states from 1890 to 1900, after 
losing population during the preced 
Ing ten years. 


Between 1890 and 1900 the 
per 


cent of Increase In the population of 
all cities having at least 2,500 Inhab- 
itants was only two thirds of what 
It was between 1880 and 1890 (3G.ti 
per} cent, compared -with 53.8 per 
cent.). 
The Increase In the aggre- 


gate population living outside 
of 


such cltlesj was approximately thi« 
same for the two decades (12.4 per 
cent, for 1890 to 1900 and 12.9 per 
cent for 1880 to 1890).

"When two men fall out who are 


closely allied by blood or by friendship 
the breach Is apt to be all the more 
deadly and bitter than If they bad been 
only mere acquaintances.

Crowded Tenement Houses in Bud- 


apest Are Destroyed by

The residents nlwc, seeing their es- 
cape cue off, clung desperately to tho 
windows, screaming for help.

called to them to jump. It was here 
that by jumping fifteen persons were 
killed.
